MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR OF THE BUREAU OF THE BUDGET 


I have noticed that on several occasions certain department 
and agency officials have sheen a tendency to seek from Congress 
larger appropriations than were contemplated in official budget 
estimates. 


The estimates which I transmit to Congress reflect a balanced 
program for the executive branch as a whole, and each individual 
estismte is considered in the light of this program, its relation- 
ship to other estimates, and the fiscal position of the Government 
While agency witnesses before congressional committees must feel 
free to supply facts in answer to questions of committee members, 

I cannot condone the practice of seising upon any opportunity 
which presents itself to indicate an opinion* either directly or 
indirectly, that my estimates are insufficient* 


When you notify the heads of the various departments and 
agencies of the amounts to be included in the 1943 Budget for 
their activities, I wish you would include a reminder that I 
shall expect them and their subordinates to mipportonly_ihe 
President's estimates in hearings and discus sionj^wtth members 
of Congress.

In acoordanoe with the Presidential directive of 22 Januar y 
1946, the Rational Intelligence Authority has, through a aeries of di- 
rectives to the Director of Central Intelligence, established over-all 
policies for foreign Intelligence activities related to the national 
security, and has directed that the Central Intelligence Group engage 
in certain centr alis e d intelligence activities whioh are of oommon in- 
terest to the Departments herein concerned. To implement properly the 
wishes of the President, the National Intelligence Authority has found 
it necessary to provide the Director of Central Intelligence with ad- 
ministrative and operational facilities whioh Involve expenditure of 
funds and furnishing of personnel and equipment. These facilities have 
been supplied in varying proportions by the State Department, War De- 
partment, and Wavy Department. This threefold method of supply 
become so cumbersome as to impair seriously the administration of the 
Central Intelligence Group, and is becoming an important threat to the 
security of its operations. 


We desire, therefore, under the provisions of Seotlon 214 of 
the Independent Offloes Appropriation Act, 1946, to make available to 
the Central Intelligence Group, from the appropriations of the three 
Departments mentioned, amounts authorised by Congress for the support 
of intelligence activities and suoh other funds as it is in our dis- 
cretion to use for this purpose. To administer these funds, it is pro- 
posed to establish a special working fund, as provided for in Seotion 
601 of the Act of June 30, 1932 (47 Stat. 417). This fund will be, for 
record purposes, in the War Department, but, with the approval of the 
Secretary of War, its administration and fiscal supervision will be 
solely by officers of the Central Intelligence Group. Upon the estab- 
lishment of suoh a working fund, it is proposed, in addition to commit- 
ting suoh funds of our respective Departments for administration by the 
Central Intelligence Group, to delegate to the Director of Central In- 
telligence or his authorised representatives the necessary authorities 
for the administration of those funds, for personnel actions, for

FUNCTIONS OF THE DIRECTOR OF CENTRAL INTELLI GENCE 
References: a. President's letter of 22 January 19^6 
b. N.I.A. Directive No. 1 

Pursuant to the President's letter of 22 January 19^6 
designating this Authority as responsible for planning, 
developing and coordinating all Federal foreign intelligence 
activities so as to ensure the most effective accomplishment 
of the intelligence mission related to the national security, 
the functions of the Director of Central Intelligence are 
hereby redefined as follows, subject to the provisions of said 
letter: 

1. Paragraph 3 of the President's letter of 22 January 19^6 
defined the functions of the Director of Central Intelligence 
as follows : 

"3. Subject to the existing law, and to the direction and 
control of the National Intelligence Authority, the Director 
of Central Intelligence shall; 

"a. Accomplish the correlation and evaluation of 
intelligence relating to tho national security, and the 
appropriate dissemination within the Government of the 
resulting strategic and national policy intelligence.

2. In performing the functions specified in paragraph 3~& 

of the President T s letter, the Director of Central Intelligence 
is hereby authorized to undertake such research and analysis 
as may be necessary to determine what functions In the fields 
of national security intelligence aro not being presently 
performed or are not being adequately performed. Based upon 
these determinations, the Director of Central Intelligence 
may centralize such research and analysis activities as may, 
in his opinion and that of the appropriate member or members 
•of the Intelligence Advisory Board, be more efficiently or 
effectively accomplished centrally, 

3. In addition to the functions specified in paragraph 3-b 
of the President 1 s letter and In accordance with paragraph 4 

of N, I , A, Directive No. 1, the Director of Central Intelligence 
is hereby authorized and directed to act for this Authority 
in coordinating all Federal foreign' Intelligence activities 
related to the national security to ensure that the over-all 
policies and objectives established by this Authority are 
properly implemented and executed. 

4. Pursuant to paragraph 3~c of the presidents letter, the 
Director of Central Intelligence is hereby directed to perform 
the following services of common concern which this Authority 
has - determined can be more efficiently accomplished centrally:

a* Conduct of all organized Federal espionage and counter-

b. Conduct of all Federal monitoring of press and propa- 
ganda broadcasts of foreign powers required for the collec- 
tion of intelligence information related to the national 
security. 

5. To the extent of available appropriations and within 
the limits of their capabilities , as determined by the res- 
pective Department s, the State, War and Wavy Departments will 
make available to the Director of Central Intelligence, upon 
his request, the funds, personnel, facilities and other assist- 
ance required for the performance of the functions authorized 
herein. At the earliest practicable date, the Director of 
Central Intelligence will submit for approval by this Authority

6, Where the performance of functions authorized herein

POLICIES AND PROCEDURES GOVERNING THE

Pursuant to the attached letter from the President-, dated 
22 January 1346. designating the undersigned as the National 
Intelligence Authority, you are hereby directed to perform your 
mission, as Director of Central Intelligence, in accordance with 
the following policies and procedures; 

L The Central Intelligence Group shall be considered, 
organized and operated as a cooperative Interdepartmental 
activity, with adequate and equitable participation by the State, 
War and Navy Departments and, as recommended by you and approved 
by us, other Federal departments and agencies . The Army Air 
Forces will be represented on a basis ' similar to that of the 
Army and the Navy. 

2. The Central Intelligence Group will furnish strategic and 
national policy intelligence to the’ President and ' the State, 

War and Navy Departments, and, as appropriate, to the State -War- 
Navy Coordinating Committee, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and other 
governmental departments end agencies having strategic and policy 
functions related to the national security. 

3- 'The composition of the Intelligence Advisory Board will 
be flexible and will depend, In each instance, upon the subject 
matter under consideration. The Special Assistant to tjpe 
Secretary of State in charge of Research and Intelligence ; tho 
Assistant Chief of Staff G-2, WDGS, tjje Chief of Naval Intelli- 
gence and the Assistant Chief of Air Staff, Intelligence (or 
their representatives) will be permanent members. You will

invite the head (or his representative) of any other intelligence 
agency having functions related to the national security to sit 
as a member on all matters within the province of his agency. 

All recommendations* prior to submission to this Authority, 
will be referred to the Board for concurrence or comment. Any 
recommendation which you and the Intelligence Advisory Board ap- 
prove unanimously and have the existing authority to execute may 
be put into effect without action by this Authority. If any 
member of the Board does not concur* you will submit to this 
Authority the basis for his non-concurrence at the same time 
that you submit your recommendation. 

4. Recommendations approved by this Authority will* where 
applicable* govern the intelligence activities of the separate 
departments represented herein. The members of the Intelligence 
Advisory Board will each be responsible for ensuring that approv- 
ed recommendations are executed within 'their respective depart- . 
ments . 


5« You will submit to this Authority as soon as practicable a 
proposal for the organization of the Central Intelligence Group 
and an estimate of the personnel and funds required from each 
department by this Group for the balance of this fiscal year 
and for the next fiscal year. Each year thereafter prior to 
the preparation of departmental budgets* you will submit a 
similar estimate for the following fiscal year. As approved by 
this Authority and within the limits of available appropr xat x ons * 
the necessary funds and personnel will be made available to 
you by arrangement between you and the appropriate department 
through its member on the Intelligence Advisory Board. You 
may determine the qualifications of personnel and the adequacy 
of individual candidates. Personnel assigned to you will be 
under your operational and administrative control* subject only 
to necessary personnel procedures in each department.

6. The Central Intelligence Group will utilize all available 
intelligence in producing strategic and national policy Intel-. 
Ugence, 111 intelligence reports prepared by the Central Intel- 
ligence Group will note any substantial dissent by a participat- 
ing Intelligence agency. 

7. As required in the performance of your authorized mission, 
there will be made available to you or your authorized represen- 
tatives all necessary • facilities, intelligence and information, 
in the possession of our respective departments. Arrangements 
to carry this out will be made with members of the Intelligence 
Advisory Board. Conversely, all facilities of the Central 
Intelligence Group and all intelligence prepared by it will be 
made available to us and , through arrangements agreed between 
you and the. members of the Intelligence Advisory Board, subject 
to any authorized restrictions, to our respective departments. 

8. The operations of the intelligence agencies of our 
departments will be open to inspection by you or your authorized

9- You are authorized to request of other Federal departments 
and agencies any information or assistance required by you In 
the performance of your authorized mission. 

10, You will be responsible for furnishing, from the personnel

5- Such intelligence received by the intelligence agencies of 
your Departments as may be designrated by the National Intelli- 
gence Authority shall be freely available to the Director of 
Central Intelligence for correlation, evaluation or dissemina- 
tion. To the extent approved by the National Intelligence- 
Authority, the operations of said intelligence agencies shall 
be open to inspection by the Director of Central Intelligence in 
connection with planning functions. 

6. The existing intelligence agencies of your Departments 
shall continue to collect, evaluate, correlate and disseminate 
departmental intelligence . 


7 . The Director of Central Intelligence shall be advised by 
an Intelligence Advisory Board consisting of the heads (or their 
representatives) of the principal military and civilian intelli- 
gence agencies of the Government having functions related to 
national security, as determined by the National Intelligence 


Authority. 
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8. Within the scope of existing law and Presidential direc- 
tives, other departments and agencies of the executive branch 
of the Federal Government shall furnish such intelligence infor 
motion relating to the national security as Is in their posses- 
sion, and as the Director of Central Intelligence may from time 
to time request pursuant to regulations of the National Intel- 
ligence Authority. 

9* Nothing herein shall be construed to authorize the making 
of investigations inside the continental limits of the United 
States and its possessions, except as provided by law and 
Presidential directives . 

10. In the conduct of their .activities the national Intelli- 
gence Authority and the Director of Central Intelligence shall 
be responsible for fully protecting intelligence sources and 
methods .

2, Within the limits of available appropriations, you 
shall each from time to time assign persons and facilities from 
your respective Departments, which persons shall collectively 
form a ^ Central Intelligence Group and shall, under the direct! on 
of a Director of Central Intelligence, assist the National 
Intelligence Authority. The Director of Central Intelligence 
3hall be designated by me, shall be responsible to the National 
Intelligence Authority, and shall sit os a non-voting member- 
thereof. 


3. Subject to the existing law, and to the direction 
and control of the National Intelligence Authority, the Director 
of Central Intelligence shall;
